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1 . (Currently amended) An integrated circuit comprising a noise source* a sub-circuit, a 
noise medium capable of transferring noise signals from the noise source to the sub- 
circuit, a feedback circuit, having an input coupled to the noise medium at an input point 
on a first side of the sub-circuit and an output coupled to the noise medium at an output 
point on a second side of the sub-circuit, the first and second sides being opposite to one 
another relative to the sub-circuit, the noise source being coupled to the noise medium on 
said second side, comprising a further feedback circuit, with input and output coupled to 
th<? noise medium, so t hat an output of the feedback circuit is coupled to the noise 
me dium closer to the input of the further feedback circuit than to the input of the 
feedback circuit, the output of the feedback circuit and the input of the furthe r feedback 
circuit being mutually arranged so that undestred fee d back of output signals from the 
output of the feedback circuit bv the further feedback circuit is at least partially 
suppress 

2. (Previously presented) An integrated circuit according to claim 1, wherein said noise 
medium is a power supply line.

5. (Currently amended) An integrated circuit according to claim 41, wherein the further 
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feedback circuit has differential inputs and means for altering an amplitude of an input 
signal at at least one of the different inputs such that mutually different weights are 
applied to signals at the different inputs, the mutually different weights being so that said 
undesired feedback is at least partially suppressed. 

6. (Previously presented) An integrated circuit comprising a noise source, a sub-circuit- a 
noise medium capable of transferri ng noise signals from the noise source to the sub- 
circuit a feedback circ uit having an input coupled to the noise medium at an inout pqfo t 
on a first side of the? $ub-c ircuit and an output coupled to the noise medium at an QUtEU B 
point on a second side of the sub-circ uit, the first and second sides being opposite to one 
another relative to the sub-circuit t he noise source being coupled to the noise medium on 
said second sideAn integrated circuit aooording to claim 1 , comprising a further noise 
source coupled to the noise medium and a further feedback circuit with input and output 
coupled to the noise medium, the inputs of the feedback circuit and the further feedback 
circuit being differential inputs, the differential inputs of the feedback circuit being 
coupled to the noise medium on mutually opposite sides of the further noise source, the 
differential inputs of the further feedback circuit being coupled to the noise medium on 
mutually opposite sides of the noise source. 
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
